He is 
called the St. Paul of the Old 
Testament. He hated and de- 
nounced in no uncertain terms 
the wickedness of the day—fraud, 
oppression, dishonesty, idolatry, 
apostasy. He was bold and earn- 
est. 


Prophesies Coming of John 


This fortieth chapter of Isaiah 
is a prophecy of the coming of 
John the Baptist and promises 
that the people of Israel at last 
will triumph over their enemies. 


“The voice of one that crieth, 
‘Prepare ye in the wilderness the 
way of Jehovah; make level in 
the desert a highway for our God. 

“Every valley shall be exalted, 
and every mountain and hill shall 
be made low; and the uneven 
shall be made level, and the rough 
places plain: 

“And the glory of Jehovah 
shall be revealed, and all flesh 
shall see it together; for the 
@outh of Jehovah hath spoken it.” 

The reference to the forerunner 
or “one that crieth Prepare,” 
‘was understood by the Orientals, 
for during thousands of years, 
when a potentate announced that 
he would travel over a certain 
highway, men were sent to that 
place to remove all obstacles to 


nous and persecute their fellows 
shall pass, for ‘‘the grass wither- 
eth, Lhe flower fadeth’’ and so do 
they in a short time, but the 
word of our God—and His right- 
eousness—shall stand forever.” 

And he goes on: “Behold, the 
Lord Jehovah will come as a 
mighty one, and His arm will 
rule for Him: Behold, His reward 
is with Him, and His recompense 
before Him.

“To whom then will ye liken 
God?" Isaiah asks. He tells of the 
workman who melts a graven 
image, covering it with gold and 
trimming it with silver chains, 
but this image should not be wor- 
shiped. It will bring no comfort. 

“Hast thou not known? hast 
thou not heard, that the everlas- 
ing God, the Lord, the Creator of 
the ends of the earth, fainteth 
not, neither is weary? there is no 
searching of His understanding. 

“He giveth power to the faint; 
and to them that have no might 
He increaseth strength. , 

“Even the youths shall faint 
and be weary, and the young men 
shall utterly fall: 

“But they that wait upon the 
Lord shall renew their strength; 
they shall mount up with wings 
as eagles; they shall run, and not 
be weary: and they shall walk, 
and not faint.” 

Truly, Isaiah “comforteth his 
people,” and all those who will 
rely on these promises.
